Standard Plans an Increase in 
Its Capital Stock from — 
$100,000,000 to $600,- 
000,000. 


CHECK ON RISING TIDE. 


Shares at 125 Instead of 690 and 
No More 48 Per Cent Divi- 
dends Expected to Win 
Popular Favor. 


New York, Feb. 6.—[ Special. }—Unofficia] 
announcement was made in Wall street to- 
day that the Standard Oi) company is pre 
paring to increase its capital stock from 
$100,000,000 to $600,000,000 by iseuing six 
shares for each one now outstanding. It is 
not designed to raise immediately aby money 
on this new issue, but simply to divide the 
present high priced shares tnto six and give 
them to old stockholders. 

The company has two objectain doing this. 
One is to try to dispel public criticism that 
arises every time the Standard declares a 40 
or 48 per cent dividend. The other to 
bring the stock among a larger numbed of 
holders, s0 there may be missionaries in every 
town to help stem the rising tide of opposition 
to the trust. 

It is argued that the saivation of the steel 
trust is its enormous number of small stock- 
holders, and the Standard at last is seeking 
cover from anti-trust sentiment. . 


No Stockholder Will Be Loser. 

When the present stock is cut up into 
sixths the price will drop from 6980, which it 
was today, to about 115, and dividends, in- 
stead of being more than 40 per cent, will be- 
come about 7 per cent. No stockholder will be 
a loser, because he will hold six times as many 
shares as before. On the contrary, he will 
gain, because when the stock ie reduced to 
figures where people can afford to buy it the 
price is pretty sure to rise above one-sixth 
its former value. : 

As capitalizations go nowadaye the Stand- 
ard with $100,000,000 is undercapitalized, It 
claims to have real property worth more than 
$500,000,000, so the increase in capital will not 
be watering the oil. The lowering of the 
value of the certificates would permit quicker 
conversion of securities and jiggling the 
stock market such as H. H. Rogers, the prea- 
ent ruler of the Standard, has delighted to do 
with Amalgamated Copper. 

It ig sald by a Wall street broker that, while 
the great majority of Standard stock has been 
closely held in the past by the Rockefellers 


‘and their allies, they realize that they have 


not many years longer to live, and thelr sénsé 
cannot carry on the business in the old way. 
Therefore, it is necessary to put the securi- 
ties in more liquid form and establish a 
broader foundation under the business to in- 
sure its future success. 


Shares at 125 More Attractive. 

Few people could or would buy stock sell- 
ing at 700, but shares at 125 are more at- 
tractive. With the greatly increased num- 
ber of shares, more of them could be let out 
without disturbing control than is the case 
with .the present limited number. Each 
death among the present holders means a 
division of stock among the heirs, and a 
relatively small number falling into unde- 
sirable future control might upset things 
seriously. 

There is ‘news in Wall street that the res- 
olution of the New Jersey legislature at- 
tacking the charter of the Standard’s hold- 
ing company is to be put through unless 
some strenuous work is done. The Pennsyl- 
vania railway company was said to be par- 
ticularly happy over the prospect. The 
Standard’s great pipe line to the seaboard 
runs along the railroad’s right of way un- 
der a contract that neither is pleasing nor 
adivantageous to the Pennsylvania manage- 
ment. It was forced through at a time when 
conditions were much different from those 
at present. 

The Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
is a corporation with $100,000,000 capital, 
which is to be multiplied. It holds the con- 
trolling stock of the many other Standard 
companies scattered throughout the world.

PARIS, Feb. 6.—Those social circles in 
which the Castellanes are best known are 
stirred up over a report that a reconcilliation 
between Count Boni and his American wife 
(formerly Miss Anna Gould) is at hand. The 
report has it that since last Sunday’ the 
count an@ countess have been living at their 
mansion in the Bois de Boulogne, and that 
there is a prospect they may remain there. 

This condition of affairs is said to have 
been brought about by the good offices of a 
countess in whom both of the estranged pair 
have great confidence, and from their own 
wish to avoid further publicity. 


No Woman’s Name May Figure. 

Even those who hold there can be no recon- 
eliliation are doubtful that the case will de- 
velope any of the sensations possible in it. 

Although proceedings have been begun, they 
are only for a separation, and not for abso- 
lute divorce, and even if carried to the final 
issue they will not cut the knot. In the 
meantime judgment may be delivered ac- 
cording to the French procedure, solely upon 
the papers in the cases, without calling a sin- 
gle witness or without a single fact becoming 
public. 

It is altogdther likely that no woman’s. 
name will appear in the case. Count Boni 
absolutely denies the story of his too warm 
friendship for a distinguished woman, and 
it seems to be certain her name will not be 
mentioned in the proceedings. The story 
which involves her name, it is declared, rests 
solely on idle rumor. 


Has Countess Jeopardized Case? 

The position occupied by Maitre Cruppi, 
the advocate in whose hands the countess 
has placed her case, is an extraordinary one. 
Not only is he the countess’ lawyer but he 
also is the friend and adviser of Count Boni. 
In fact, there are strong personal and politi- 
cal ties between the men. It is this intimacy 
with the count that may explain the fact that 
Maitre Cruppishas delayed serving papers 
on the count. 

The countess also has been informed that 
her voluntary abandonment of her home has 
debarred her from obtaining the proper per- 
missfon of the judicial referee, the officer of 
the court from whom @ husband or a wife 
must obtain permission to initiate proceed- 
ings for a. divorce. 

This gave the count an opportunity to begin 
formal negotiations for a reconciliation, 
which has materially strengthened his lega.

CHARGES STIR A POSTOFFICE 


Race Discrimination One of Ac- | 


cusations at Evanston.

JOHN A. CHILDS HOLDS POST. 


Trouble Is Said to Arise Out of Em- 
ployment of Negro Carriers. 


Charges involving the conduct of the 
Evanston postoffiice were made yesterday in 
that suburb, and aroused the deep interest of 
those citizens who heard them. John A. 
Childs, editor of the Evanston Index, and for 
4 generation one of the town’s leading citi- 
zéns, is the postmaster. 

The charges primarily relate to the manner 
in which one of Mr. Childs’ subordinates is 
alleged. to have Giscriminated against some 
of the colored men employed on the 
force. The man who brought this 
charge declares that through eifting the 
case will become more serious, but Postoffice 
Inspector Mabin, to whom the matter was 
referred, does not admit this. 


Complaint by Mail Carrier. 

Baker De Pugh, one of the five negro mail 
carriers of the suburb, carried to Inspector 
Mahin, who lives in Evanston, a complaint 
against Adolph Petersen, foreman of the 
mail carriers, accusing him of discrimination 
against the colored carriers. 

In the inquiry which followed De Pugh al- 
leges that some one in the postoffice has been 
found to be guilty of padding pay rolls and 
forcing clerks, whose names he refuses to re- 
veal, to sign vouchers under different names. 
He says they have been threatened with dis- 
charge from the service upon refusal. 


Outcome of Long Friction. 

The name of Mr. Childs is not linked to 
this charge. The allegation only tends to 
reflect upon the administration in general 
and in this iti is not supported by Inspector 
Mahin. 

The De Pugh trouble is said to be the out- 
come of leng continued friction between the 
white an@ colored mail carriers, since the 
employment of the lattey two years ago. 
De Pugh accused Peterson frequently of dis- 
crimination against the colored carriers and 
is said to have made frequent threats that 
he would “tell what he knew.” Several

Postoffice Under High Class Chief. 

Mr. Childs himself has the highest stand- 
ing in Evanston, and it is not believed by 
his friends that any of the charges flying 
about will reach him.

Springfield, 111., Feb. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme court gave no! decision in the Chi- 
cago charter amendment case today. It will 
not for a week. In fact; it may be the end of 
the term before the decision is handed down. 
A few matters, however, connected with the 
decision are being talked about in Springfield 
tonight. It is the belief of everybody who 
has any method of arriving at a reasonable 
conclusion that the court will sustain the 
legality of the amendment to the constitution 
allowing special legislation for Chicago. 

It is pretty well understood, however, that 
the court. as yet is a long way from being 
united on the form of the decision, and what- 
ever happens one ju at least is bound to 
dissent. This judge-is Justice Magruder of 
Chicago, who is quoted as holding absolutely 
that the charter ee pera arse was adopted un- 
pinion ig based on the 
of 1872. which states 
that only one amendmen to the constitution 
shall be adopted at one time, while the 
amendment in question covers five different 
topics. The best information to be had in 

Springfield today is that Justice Magruder is 
practically alone in his position. ae 


Justices Giving It Much Thought. 

The appeal from the decision of Judge-Mack 
of the Cook County Circuit court, in which 
Judge Mack held that the charter amend- 
ment was adopted unconstitutionaliy, has 
been the main thing the seven justices of 
the Supreme court have been thinking about 
during their last vacation. They have talked 
the matter over among themselves, and the 
commonly accepted report is that five of 
them have made up their minds that the 
charter amendment is valid. Two of them 
are reported to take the ground that the 
objections raised by tioners before Judge 
Mack are too late. They say that if any 
objection was to be made to the legality 
of the amendment it should have been raised 
before the referendum vote was had on it; 
that anybody in Chicago or Illingis who had 
any fault to find with the charter amend- 
ment should have come into court before 
the public was put to the expense of holding 
an election to determine whether the people 
of Chicago wanted it or not. 

Three other judges are understood to fa- 
vor' the legaljty of the amendment on the 
plain proposition that it complies with the 
constitution and laws of the state. and ex- 
presses the will of the peoplé as shown at 
the polis. 


Justice Ricks to Write It. 

Justice Ricks 6f Taylorville, it is reported, 
is to write the opinion. He was notin Spring- 
field today, being in bad health and compelled 
to stay at home. Justice Scott also was ill 
and absent. The form of the opinion cannot 
be determined until all the judges are pres- 
ent. It is figured that Justice Magruder will 
oppose any opinion sustaining the validity of 
the amendment. The other justices, however, 
think it is a matter still open to debaté, and 
are willing to accept Cree of amend:

SEARCH WIDENS. 


Citizens’ Investigating Com- 
-Inittee to Make Round of 
All the Offices. 


LOOSE METHODS IN VOGUE 


Statement of Findings Shows 
Startling Irregularities 
“by Officials. > 


That the investigating committee of the 
Citizens’ association will go the rounds of the 
county offices in its search for graft was an- 
nounced yesterday by Shelby M. Singleton, 
secretary for the association. 

Mr. Singleton refused to name the office the 
committee would descend on next, but stated 
that the investigation of the records of 
Charies W. Vail, clerk of the Superior court, 
would be continued. According to Mr. Sin- 
gleton, pages are ng from the records of 
pauper cases kept during the administrations 
of both Vail and yee for which no expla~- 
ration has been given. This, with the accu- 
sation of paying the employés in currency in- 
stead of allowing them to be paid through 
warrants, is the only charge of irregularity 
made by the association against Vail. 

The statement of the investigating commit- 
tee of the association, containing the findings 
of the committee, recapitulates the evidence 
already submitted to the grand jury, and crit- 
icises county officials for the alleged loose 
management of affairs. 


Looseness in County Offices. 

“The ridiculous looseness of the county 
government and the contempt exhibited by 
elective officials of the county board are ex- 
emplified by the Action of John A. Linn, clerk 
of the Circult court, and Charles W. Vail 
of the Superior court,’’ says the report, in 
insisting in paying the employés of taeir re- 
spective offices during the year 1905 in cur- 
rency, instead of allowing them to be paid 
by warrants through the county controllers 
office. Since 1806 the employés of all the fee 
offices have been paid through the county 
controller's office, each fee officer being re- 
quired to submit a sworn pay roli to the con- 
trolier at the end of each month.. 

“In November, 1904, Linn and Vail, ac- 
cording to the statement of the county con- 
troller, declined to continue this practice and 
announced that they proposed to pay their 
employés directly without any sworn state- 
ment to the county controller. This action 
was made known to Chairman Walker of the 
finance committee, but no further action ap- 
pears to have been taken in the matter.” 

The report putting the matter up to Walk- 
er, who, with President Brundage, is on the 
present county investigating committee, 
places both men in the position of investigat- 
ing their own records, as Brundage also was 
active on the finance committee. 


“Dummy” Names on Pay Roll. 

The statement, in reviewing the finances 
of county offices for the last ten years, points 
to a decrease in the revenues from fee offices 
in Cook county from $1,321,000 in 1896 to 
$1,005,000 in 1908. 

*“Gopies were made of all the monthly 
pay rolls for the last five years of Linn’s 
term,”’ the report continues. ‘‘ These were 
submitted to J. J. Healy, who pointed out 
thirty names which were fraudulently placed 
upon the rolls. These names were then sub- 
mitted to other persons who had been e 
ployed in the office during the period i- 
fied. These persons corroborated Healy's 
statements by declaring that no persons 
bearing the names had ever worked in the 
office. A study of the pay rolls showed that 
of these thirty names, twenty-seven were 
always receipted for on the pay rolls in Chais- 
er’s handwriting. Four of these names were 
carried on the pay rolls for ten months each, 
one for fourteen months, and one for sixteen 
months. The others were carried for shorter 
periods.” 

The number of “dummy” names which 
were credited with salaries during each 
of the various years mentioned, according 
to the committee’s statement, was as fo

" Reference to our county warrants by 
which the salaries of the. ‘dummies’ were 
paid,” the statement goes on, “ revealed the 
fact that the indorsements of all the war- 
rants also were in Chaiser’s handwriting. In 
some instances, these warrants were merely 
indorsed with the name/of the payee and in 
other instances with his name by ‘F. J. C.’ 
Thus the examination of the pay Polls and 
warrants showed that not one of these twen- 
ty-seven, persons, real or fictitious, had ever 
receipted on a pay roll or indorsed a war- 
rant; Equally significant was the stamp on 
the back of many of the warrants showing 
that they had been deposited in the banks 
to the credit of John A. Linn, clerk. 

“When asked why he had sworn to the 
correctness of numerous false pay olis, 
Chaiser replied that he had only done what 
John A. Linn had ordered him to do; that 
Linn directed what names and@ amounts 
should be placed on the monthly pay rolls and 
that he, Chaiser, filled out the pay rolls with 
these names and amounts. 

“ As the statute of limitation wbuld have 
outlawed some of the best pay roll cases 
within a short time, the matter was whipped 
into shape and evidence was laid before the 
state’s attorney, Jan. 16. icf 

* Although the exposure of the fraudulent 
practices in Linn’s office and the probable 
punishment of the principal criminal will 
have a valuable deterrent effect upon otHer 
officials, probably the most important result 
of the investigation of his office is the aston- 
ishing revelation that there is no auditing 
worthy the nam ogre je the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the ten great fee offices of the coun- 
ty.

Attorney General Stead threw what might 
be called a bombshel?into the saloon con- 
troversy in the shape of an opinion which 
he gave to Gov. Deneen on this question. It 

t to the root of the matter and held ab- 
solutely that it is the duty of the mayor or 
other officer at the head of the municipality 
to enforce state laws where the governor has 
no legislative authority to do the work him- 
self. It goes farther than that and holds that 
the municipal officer who fails of his duty 
ig guilty of malfeasance in office ~ should 
be punished therefor. 


The opinion is important for the reason 


that, according to custom and practice in 
Illinois, an opinion of the attorney general 
stands as the law of the state until] the Su- 
preme court has decided otherwise. 


Queries Put by Pastor. 

Attorney General Stead’s opinion was in 
reply to a letter written by the Rev. R. H. 
Dolliveg, pastor of the Methodist church at 
Lockport, calling on Gov. Deneen to close the 
saloons in Will county on Sunday and ask- 
ing these questions: 

‘Ie it true that the governor of this state 
cannot do as the governor of Missouri is 
doing? 

‘* Why cannot our governor see to it that 
the laws he is sworn to defend and maintain 
are enforced and obeyed by all? I have failed 
to see how the governor on this side of the 
big river differs in his status in the éyees of 
the law from the one on the western shore.” 


Governor Powerless to Act. 


The attorney general answers that the gov- 
ernor of any state has only such powers and 
prerogatives as are given to him by the con- 
stitution and laws of that particular state. 
He recognized that Mr. Dolliver was writing 
about Missouri and Gov. Folk’s closing of 
St. Louis saloons on Sunday and said:’ 

‘If the people of the state of Missouri, by 
their representatives in their general assem- 
bly, see fit to pass a law giving the governor 
of that state certain power it does not follow 
thereby that the governor of this state shall 
have the same powers.”’ 

The attorney general then goes on to quote 
the lawe of Missouri which established the 
Metropolitan police force in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, with the governor as the ap- 
pointing power. He says Indiana has a sim- 
lar law and make the point that if the police 
commissioners in such cities do not enforce 
the law’ the governors have the right to re- 
move them, but he says: 

*“ The governor of Illinois has no such pow- 
er, either under the constitution or by virtue 
of any law of this state.”’ 


Must Enforce State Laws. 
Then the attorney general proceeds to say 
who he thinks is responsible for the violation 
of laws in a municipality. He puts it this 


way: 

“If the city officer, whether mayor, mar- 
shal, or policeman, to enforce the 
dramshop act, or any other law, or is guilty 
of corruption and malfeasance, the governor 
of this state hag absolutely no power or right 
either to remove or suspend such officer. He 
has no more authority in that regard than a 
private citizen. The criminal laws of this 
state are ample for the prosecution andtpun- 
ishment of violators of the dramshop act, as 
well as for the prosecution of the violators of 
any other law of the state.°’ 

The opinion goes on to say that the state's 
attorney of the county is jointly responsible 
with the head of the local municipality, and 
declares: 

“If the state’s attorney, for any reason, 
should refuse to file information in his own 
proper person, then any other person may file 
such information.” 

The attorney general winds up with this 
statement: 

“The people who complain of nonenforce- 
ment of the Gramshop act have the power to 
take the matter into thelr own hands and 
enforce the same, or cause it to be enforced, 
if they so see fit.” 


Taken Under Ad ent. 

Proceedings before the Supreme court to- 
day were entirely formal. Clerk Mamer in- 
formed the court he had filed the petition of 
the Rev. Dr. Bartlett and his coworkers and 
also their motion for leave to file the same.

of this character is earnestly desired by the 
army transport service as well as by the, 
navy department. Navy men know perfectly 
well, so far as direct results are concerned, 
that the subsidy bill would not benefit the 


service at all. ‘ 

The enrollment of alleged navy volunteers 
in time of peace and payment to them ef so- 
called “retainers,” as every naval officer 
knows, weuld not centribute to the strength 
of the marine force ef the country in the 
remotest degree. What the navy wants 
when war breaks out is not merely men, but 
men trained to ships of war. It wants gun- 
ners, not fishermen. It needs a high grade 
of petty officers, men accustomed to céom- 
mand, above all men with at least a smatter- 
ing of electrical and mechanical science. | 

At the opening of the Spanish war the, 
navy was flooded with volunteers. Most of 
them made good kailors in the long run, but 
when they first enlisted they were no better 
than landsmen, because they were not accus- 
tomed to the reutine or mechanism of a ship 
of war. | 

Most naval officers prefer) landsmen to 
a lengshordman, a fisherman, or a deckhand 
om an ocean tramp. They find them more 
tractable and generally more intelligent, so 
the pretense of the ship subsidy bill that 
it proposes to build up an indefinite force of 
naval volunteers is well understood by nine- 
tenths of the officers of the navy to be a 
catchpenny device intended to deceive the 
people in and out of congress into the belief 
that the subsidy bill in some remote way can 
be depended upon to build up the navy. 

To keep Up this fiction the committee has 
submitted with its report a letter from Ad- 
miral Dewey, president of the general board 
of the’ navy, which was written only a few 
days before congress met in response to cer- 
tain questions ingeniously devised and pro- 
pounded by the merchant marine commis- 
sion and submitted to him through the secre- 
tary of the navy. 


How Measure Would Work. 

The principal object of the ship subsidy bill 
all along has been to build up a line of fast 
ocean ships unfitted fer war purposes entirely 
except for service as scouts. In the mail gub- 
sidy section of the bill there are provisions 
for a dozen different subsidised lines of 
steamers. One of these is te be from some 
port on the Atlantic coast of the United 
States to the united kingdom and northern 
Europe on st ships having a speed of not 
less than twenty knots an hour. Compensa- 
tion for this ts to be a maximum of $250,000 a 
year in addition to compensation now pro- 
vided under the act of March 8, 1891.. 

That is the mail subsidy act by virtue of 
which the American line owned in Philadel- 
phia and operated from New York is now 
paid a mafl subsidy of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars; which the bill to be passed by the 
senate next week proposes to increase by 
$250,000 annually without building a single 
additional ship by the American line, which 
now is a component part of the shipbuilding 
trust under personal British control. 


Admiral Dewey’s View. 

Admiral Dewey was asked@ by the commis- 
sion whether thé navy would not be bene- 
fited by the creation of a fleet of fast scout 
ships, and he naturally reported: 

“ The general board considers from 4 mil- 
itary standpoint that the bill which would 
encourage the buliding of large, fast vessels, 
suitable as auxiliary cruisers, would. be a 
great advantage, The bill in which this 
feature of speed is omitted is not a material 
advantage from a military standpoint in the 
opinion of the general board, as itis prob- 
able that without such a bill a sufficient num- 
ber of comparatively slow vessels couk? be 
obtained ‘without difficulty or much delay.” 

it is a significant thing that of the dogen 
mail line» which the bill proposes to subsi- 
dize, only-one, that between the United States 
and Great Britain, which of course already is 
in existence, is required te maintain a speed 
of twenty knots or over. Three-fourths of 
the others are not compelled to make over 
twelve knots, and the maximum outside of 
‘the trangatiantic line is seventeen knots It 
will be seen, therefore, from Admiral Dew- 
ey’s official statement that the bulk of the 
mail lines which it is proposed to subsidize 
are “noi of material advantage from a mil- 
itary stan@point.'’ | 

This limits the value of the pending subsidy 
bill to the navy and army to the ericourage- 
ment it might give for the building of ships 
of high speed. Inasmuch as it provides for 
but a single line the running of ships of over 
twenty Knote an hour, and as that line al- 
ready is receiving an enormous subsidy for 
carrying only a part of the United States 
mafl, it Is easy enough to see how deceptive 
the title of the bill is, and how little it will 
do to strengthen the military and naval arm 
of the United States. .

Washington, D. C., Feb. 6.—{Special.}— 
John F. Wallace of Chicago, former chief en- 
gineer of the Panama canal, showed much 
feeling today in his description of conditions | 
on the isthmus. Mr. Wallace said humiliat- 
ing restrictions were placed around him, and 
declared that at one time Secretary Taft be- 
came so angry that he almost cursed the 
engineer. : 

Mr. Wallace recommended that as few re- 
strictions as possible be imposed on Engineer 
Stevens, and advised that the “ wolves should 
be kept off his back.” 

When Mr. Wallace referred to the state- 
ment of Mr. Shonts that dirt had been wast- 
ed by him, Senator Hopkins said: 

“If you are as careful of the reputation 
of Mr. Shents as he was of yours when he 
came before the cammittee there will be no 
ii feeling here.’’ 

* Nothing can repair the damage that has 
been done to my reputation,” the witness re- 
plied. “ Many eriticisme of me have been 
made which Ihadnochancetoanswer. This 
is my only opportunity, and I simply Gesire | 
to set myself right. I hope you will pardon 
me if I show some heat.”’ 


Give Wallace Latitude. 

Senators Simmons and Taliaferro said that’ 
Mr. Wallace should be permitted to make a 
complete statement, even if it did involve 
criticism of others. It was pointed out that 
Chief Engineer Stevens had corrected the 
etatement of Mr. Shonts and had set Mr. 
Wallace right, and the latter said that, so 
aah he knew, Mr. Stevens had been perfect- 

air. 

Mr. Wallace first told of the difficulties he 
encountered in getting material and sup- 
plies and the delays that o red in filling 
requisitiona While he was cabling to have 
orders expedited, he said, he received word 
from Admiral Walker that cablegrama cost 
money. It was a delicate hint, he said, that 
he had better not use the cables much. 

“ The work I did,” said Mr. Wallace, “‘ ex- 
tended over a year, taking in dry and wet 
seasons. I was working along a definite pro- 
gram, which I intended to put in writing in 
my annual report, and would have done so if 
I had been permitted to hake a report. I ex- 
perimented with the French excavators, s0 
as to tell whether it would be more econom- 
ical to use or destroy these machines, which 
cost probably $30,000,000. I experimented far 
enough to know that these machines were not 
fit for use.’’ 


Light on Cost of Excavating. 

Telling of these experiments, Mr. Wallace 
said he had not estimated that because ex- 
cavating could be done in March for 48 cents 
a cubic yard, it ceuld be done for the same 
cost in the rainy season in May. It was im- 
portant to determine whether the higher cost 
of excavating was due to the heavy rainfall, 
the reduction of time to an eight hour day, 
or the use of the French excavators, said Mr. 


Wallace.

SENATE ‘WARNED BY. BACON. 


Speech on Algeciras Meeting Revives 
Talk of Prerogatives in Matter 


of Framing Treaties. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6—The senate 


gave the entire day to a revival of the pre- 
rogatives of the senate in the matter of 
framing treaties. The question was raised 
by Mr. Bacon In @ speech on his resolution 
requesting information concerning the Alge- 
ciras conference.- 

Mr. Bacon contended that congress was 
in far greater danger of encroachment from 
the executive than was the executive from 
the congréss. 

“Who. doesn’t know,” he asked, “ that 
the most inftuential part of the legislative 
power is at the other end of Pennsylvania 
avenue, in the White house? I don't refer to 
the present occupant,” he added, “but to 
all the occupants of the last generation.” 

He added, however, that the tendency had 
never been more pronounced than it was to- 
day; that the present executive was as much 
inclined to assert himself as had been any 
of his predecessors, and that he had recently 
read fn the newspapers that the stock market 
had gone either up or down in’ consequence 
of the announced position of the president on 
a particular measure. 

Mr. Bacon contended that if the United 


States should establish the precedent of tak-_ 


ing charge of the fiscal affairs of Santo Do- 
mingo, conditions were such in other South 
and. Central American countries as to render 
it probable. that this country would assume 
similar duties there.

The council has before it a report recom- 
mending that the saloon license be made 
$1,000. I¢ has another report recommend- 
ing that it be made $600, That is the brew- 
ers’ figure. They said to the license commit- 
tee through their representative that they 
were willing to pay $100 more than the pres- 
ent rate. A year ago they would have said 
that vate was too high. They admit now 
that it is too low and that the saloon busi- 
ness has not been contributing enough to the 
public revenues. 

One may ask what the brewers have to do 
with the saloon license question. They are 


| greatly interested because they own so many 


of the saloons, especially in the residence 
districts. Some aldermen have had consid- 
erable to ¢ay about the “ poor, respectable 
saloonkeepers ” in the outer wards who have 
“built up a small trade and who will be 
driven out of business” by the doubling of 
the license. The majority ef these saloon- 

keepers are hired men, working for the brew- 
ers for low wages.’ Their employers pay rent 
and license and pocket the profits and are 
the men who will be immediately affected by 
the increase in the license. That is why 
they are working against it. 

I¢ is a misfortune for the brewers that they 
are in the saloon business. They were drawn 
Wher- 
ever one of them started a saloon to sell his 
beer exclusively his rivals felt constrained 
to start saloons of their own in the neighbor- 
hood. The result has been a costly multi- 
plication of drinking places. The doubling 
of the license would compel the brewers to 
close some of them, but their saving in rent 
and other expenses would be so great that 
they would be gainers. 

The fact’ that the brewers are behind so 
many of the saloonkeepers disposes of the 
allegation that if the license is raised the re- 
spectable saloons will be closed and the dis- 
reputable ones will remain open. When it 
comes to a question of money, the keepers of 
the dives cannot compete with the brewers. 
The latter can run as many saloons as they 
please. The owners of the disreputable re- 
sorts, who, as a rule, are not well off, will 
feel the Higher license, and many will be 
driven out of business by it to the great 
relief of the community. 

That is a point which may well influence 
aldermen to vote for the $1,000 license. But 
the chief reason for supporting it is that it 
will add at once 1,000 policemen to an inade- 
quate for¢e. Even then there will be only 
500 more patrolmen than there were a few 
years ago, 
the men who are imperatively needed. No 
rate short of $1,000 will do it. 

The community needs and demande the 


which an addition of 1,000 men to the police 
force will give. If the council shall vote the 
$1,000 license the community will have that 
protection. It will not if the council shall 
compromise with the brewers and let them 
fixthe rate. This is no time for compromises. 
Chicago must have the $1, ‘oil license and the 


1,000 policemen. 


CONCILIATING THE CHINESE. 

Secretary Metcalf has made a number of 
changes in the regulations relating to the 
admission of Chinese to the United States 
which should *save members of that race 
from many of the indignities which, in the 
past, they have often suffered at the hands 
of overzealous immigration officials. But 
while Mr, Metcalf’s action will cause an 
improvement, legiglation by congress is 


needed to prevent Chinese susceptibilities | 


from continuing to be frequently wounded. 
The law at present provides that all Chinese 
laborers @hall be excluded and that mer- 
chants, students, and certain other classes 
ef Chinese shall be admitted. Between 
these limits there are large classes that are 
not specifically referred to by the law, and 
‘In dealing with representatives of them who 
come to this country the immigration offi- 
cials, however careful, are sure to make 
irritating blunders. 
exclusion law is to keep out Chinese labor- 
ers. This object would be best secured by 
providing for it in express terms in which 
no referehce was made to any clase except 
that to be excluded. It would then be clear 
that all other classes were to be admitted, 
Unfortunately, congress shows no disposi- 
tlon to make the changes in the statute 
which are requisite to insure decent and 
hospitable treatment even to eminent Chi- 
nese visitors. 

Changes in the way Chinese are treated 
in this country have been advocated recently 
chiefly ag a means to stopping the boycott 
of American goods in the orient. It is « 
question whether the desired end is to be 
attained in this way. It may be true, as is 
stated by Mr. Millard in his article in Scrib- 
ner’s for February, that the boycott was 
not, as has been represented, a spontaneous 
outburst of resentment excited by discourte- 
sies received by Chinamen in this country,

down buildings, and lose nothing, and per- 
haps even make something by the investment. 
The aim, of course, would be not to furnish 


‘free dwellings but to furnish decent dwell- 


ings at prices that the poor can afford to pay. 
The results would be manifold. Surrounded 
by sanitary conditions, the amount of sick- 
néss among the occupants of the new build- 
ing would be diminished and their happiness 
and economic usefulness would be  corre- 
spondingly increased. Infectious diseases 
generally have their rise among the over- 
crowded poor. Put them in more favorable 
circumstances and many of the 2,000 to 
2,500 unnecessary deaths from consumption 
which the health department says annually 
occur in Chicago as well as many prevent- 
able deaths from other causes would cease,to 
take place. The consequences of overcrowd- 
ing are social and moral, as well as physical 
and economical. "Fit dwellings for the poor, 
by removing many temptations from them, 
increasing their contentment, and developing 
the sense of self-respect where it is now 
latent, could not fail to reduce the amount of 
sin and of crime in the community.

That he should ever have thought for one 


moment-of becoming once more a member 
of parliament is absolutely inconceivable. 
For he has furnished one of the few cases 
of expulsion from parliament in modern 
times. It was in connection with his con- 
viction of an offense which entailed his dis- 
missal from the royal navy, in which he held 
the rank of captain, and his sentence to a 
year -or two in jail. The affair constituted 
one of the “ causes célébra ”’ of fifteen years 
ago and attracted an immense amount of 
attention, not: only on account of his distin- 
guished naval service—he was a veteran of 
the Indian mutiny and of the Crimean war— 
but also because he was the nephew of Fior- 
ence Nightingale, who still survives today at 
an advancell old age. Of course,’ Sir Ed- 
mund’s conviction cost him the medals and 
clasps which he had won under fire, his 
preajdency of the board of magistrates for 
Anglesey, and a fortune of several million 
doliars. For he was destined to inherit the 
bulk of the large property of his uncle, 
Charlies Calvert, Q. C., who, howéver, im- 
mediately after Sir Edmund's consignment 
to jail, dismissal from the navy, and expul- 
sion from the house of commons, revoked his 
will and left the money in equal shares to 
fir Edmund’s two younger brothers instead, 
dying a few weeks afterwards. 
2 


One would have thought that after a sen- 
sational disgrace of this kind a man would 
have endeavored to secure oblivion of the 
past by remaining in the background. But 
Sir Edmund seems to have a perfect craze 
for notoriety, is continually writing over his 
signature for magazines and for reviews, 
and during the Boer war rendered himself 
particularly conspicuous by the prominent 
part which he took in championing the cause 
of the Boers against his own countrymen. 
Hie is the head of one of the oldest families 
in England, and among the «most famous 
of his. ancestors have been that gir Harry 
Verney, the speaker of the house of com- 
mons, who was so roughly apostrophized by 
Oliver: Cromwell when he cleared out the 
Long parliament, and Sir Edmund Verney, 
who was standard bearer to King Charles 
1., who was killed at the battle of Edge Hill. 
Ilis body never was found, But when the 
battlefield was searched for his remains a 
severed hand, still grasping.a piece of the 
broken banner, was identified by Sir. Ed- 
mund’s signet ring and was reverently in- 
terred at Claydon house, Bucks, where, ac- 


cording to family tradition, the ghost of the’ 


cld cavalier frequently appears, notably on 
the night of Oct. 23, which is the anniver- 
sary of the battle of Edge Hill, searching for 
his lost hand. 

Claydon house has been in the possession 
of the Verneys since the time of Sir Ralph 
Verney, who was lord mayor of London in 
1495. The present mansion, as designed by 
Adam in the early part of the eighteenth 
century, was to have been bigger than Stowe, 
the enormous palace of the last duke of 
buckingham. Not only, however, was it 
never completed but eme of the Verneys, 
finding the place much too big, pulled more 
than Half of it down. 

That people in England are on the whole 
kind and tole®ant is shown by the fact that 
Sir Edmund Verney, in spite,of his having 
done time in jail, has been able to secure 
electfon te a London ¢club—namely: the Gros- 
venor. 

a 


During the lifetime of Sir Edmund's father, 
the late Sir Harry Verney, Florence Night- 
ingale was a frequent visitor at Claydon. 
But she never haa set foot there since her 
nephew became its master, and now, 86 
years of age, seldom leaves her charming 
house in South street, Park lane, London, 

Miss Nightingale was born at Florence 
and named after the City of Flowers, while 
her sister, the late Lady Verney, was born 
at Naples and received the name of Par- 
thenepe. Originally her patronymic was 
Shore, which she bore until after she had at- 
tained womanhood. Her father was Will- 
iam Shore, and it was only on inheriting the 
estate of Lea Hurst, a. beautiful place in 
Derbyshire, from his uncle, Peter Nightin- 
gale, that he, in accordance with the terms 
of his relative’s will, assumed the name and 
the armorial bearings of the testator, 

After being presented at court Florence 
figured for several years in London society 
and then withdrew therefrom to devote her- 
self to sick nursing, of which English wom- 
en of birth and breeding knew nothing at the 
time, her tastes in that direction having 
originated with the nursing of seme poor 
tenants on her father’s place in Derbyshire. 
In order to perfect herseif in the art she went 
on to the continent and through a regular 
course of training with the Roman Catholic 
sisters of St. Vincent de Paul in Paris and 
at the great Lutheran institution of the same 
kind at Kaiserewerth on the Rhine. 

— 


After her return to England she took charge 
of the hospita!] and sanitarium for sick gov- 
ernesses in Harley street, London, as hon- 
orary president and manager, and conse- 
quently when England found herself plunged 
ir. the Crimean war—with no provision made 
for the nursing of the wounded and sick sol- 
diers—it was only natural that with her ex- 
perience in nursing and her talent for organ- 
ization she should be placed at the head of 
the band of volunteer nurses composed 
wholly of women of g family who started 
out for the Crimea in response to the public 
appeal for nurses made by Sir Robert Peel 
and by William Russell; the correspond- 
ent of thé London Times at the seat of war, 
and who, like Miss er still sur- 
vives. 

The departure of Miss sGlathiininaie and of 
her band of nurses created tremendous en- 
thusiasm not only.in England but also 
abroad, and when they landed at Calais from 
Dover the French fishwives Came out to 
receive them, and, pushing the porters aside, 
insisted upon carrying the baggage of the 
nurses to the railroad station. 

Modesty always has been Miss Nightin- 
gale’s principal characteristic. She refused 
all public ovation on her return from the 
Crimea, and when the nation and the army 
presented her with a testimonial of a quarter 
of a million dollars in recognition of her 
services she declined to receive it, but asked 
that it might be devoted to the establish- 
ment of a training home for nurses in con- 
nection with St. Thomas’ hospital in London, 
the training home being known today as 
Nightingale. house.

THE CRIME AGAINST CHILDREN. 
[From the Indianapolis Star.) 

Boys in highway robbery, girls in wine- 
rooms and dancehalis. These are the spec- 
tacles that are sending sword thrusts of 
pain and grief into parental hearts all over 
the land this winter, and every winter and 
every season of every year in this and every 
land, and perhaps especially in this land, 
where parental authority is apt to relax and 
filial reverence to decline and youthful blood 
run riot in the quest for excitement, ad- 
venture, and fun. Every city is agitated 
over its wild boys and wild girls. What is to 
be said, what is to be done? 

In one of those powerful drawings with 
which John TT. MeCutcheon occasionally 
searches the secret heart of American life, 
THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE points out what it 
calls *“‘the root of the boy burglar evil."’ 
rather and mother are portrayed at home, 
reading accounts of juvenile highwaymen in 
the evening paper and wondering where 
“ Willie”’ is. The’lesson is implied, but it is 
plain; a boy’s parents should know where he 
spends his evenings and know that he spends 
them in right and proper ways. 

Sociology has run to seed in the propensity 
to attribute every individual action to the 
tendency of society. Not the drunkard is cen- 
surable, but only the saloon; not the man 
who gambles away his week's wages, but 

only the cards and the green table; not the 
girl who yields to some insistent ruffian, but 
the four walls and the furniture that were 
the scene of her ruin; not the boy that joins 
a bevy of evil companions, but the policeman 
on hig block, or the yellow journal, or the 
divorce laws, or the straight front corset, or 
woman's clubs. 

No boy is ever caught In the meshes of 
the law under the impression that he was 
behaving himself. No girl is gulitless and in- 
nocent of heart who goes into aprivate room 
and drinks liquor with a strange man. That 
sound principles are not more fully under- 
stood and practiced by our youth is the fault 
ef the father and mother, engrossed in busi- 
ness or pleasure to the exclusion of parental 
duties, such as theold Jewish, German, and 
Puritan fathers were wont to discharge with 
such fidelity and good results. 

Children do not form a character and mold 
a destiny by chance. They must be trained; 
and there is no more crying need of the hour 
than the sense. of parental responsibility. 
Men who took after their business with sedu- 
lous exactness, and women who have studied 
American leads and antique rugs and Italian 
marbles and Parisian modes with infinite pa- 
tience and care, discharge the solemn obliga- 
tions of fatherhood and motherhood in a 
careless and haphazard sort of way. Out of 
such betrayal of the most sacred of trusts 
comes the awful ruin of young lives. There 
are girls so trained that not all the wine- 
rooms in the-~world could corrupt their vir- 
tue, and boys to whom a saloon and gambling 
house on every corner would be no tempta- 


tion.

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J. Lawrence Erb of Brooklyn has written 
the sketch of “ BRAHMS” which is the 
latest issue of the master musicians’ series 
by E. P. Dutton & Co. This is the first time, 
if we are not mistaken, that. an American 
has contributed to this series of musical 
biegraphies. His only excuse for writing it, 
he says, is the lack of an up to date life of 
Brahms. The biographical sketch is fol- 
lowed by chapters._on “ Brahms the Man” 
and “Brahms the Musician,” and an ap- 
pendix containing a bibliography and a list 
of his compositions. 

Mr. Erb thinks no other musician was 
more consistently painstaking in the devel- 
opment of his material.

Breaks Spirit of Reform.

Number in Major League Schedules Re- 
duced to Twenty-four—Three More 
Chicago Nationals Sign Contracts. 


Conflicts tn the playing schedules of the Na- 
tional and American leagues have been reduced to 
the same number as last year, twenty-four, despite 
the fact the two seasons will open on different 
dates this spring.
